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JAY EXTEND W. & A 
TO SEA, BUT CANNOT 
SELL, SAYS HOUSE 


After Hot Debate the Lower 
Body Votes to Authorize 
Extension of State Road 
Eithef by Building or Pur- 
chase. 


BURWELL’S SALE BILL + 


MEETS WITH DEFEAT 


Fate of Neill Primary Bill 
Depends Upon Whether 
House and. Senate Can 
Reach an Agreement. 


Georgia’s Western and Atlantic rail- 
road shall not be sold, but may be ex- 
tended to the sea, accerding to roll 
call votes taken in the house yesterday 
afternoon, following one of the most 
stirring debates of the session. 

The proposal to authorize the sale 
of the road was defeated by a vote of 
46 to 102. The committee substitute 
for the W. & A. extension bill, provid- 
ing for the extension either by build- 
ing a new line or by purchasing an 
existing one, was carried, 113 to 40. 

The Western and Atlantic storm 
broke over the house when the senate 
bill to amend the W. & A. leasing act 
in such a way as to provide for the re- 
leasing or the making of other dis- 
position of the road so as to extend 
it to the Atlantic ocean, was taken 
up for consideration. 

Speaker Burwell, author of a now 
deceased house bill, providing for the 
sale of the road outright, offered an 
amendment to the senate bill, embody- 
ing the sale clause of his bill, and made 
a vigorous fight for it on the floor. 
Concisely stated, he would authorize 
the Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mission to sell the road and all of its 
appurtenances, terminals, etc. either 
separately or in whole in its own dis- 
cretion, and then submit to a vote of 
the people the manner in which the 
proceeds would be used. 

Swift Opens Debate. 

Swift, of Muscogee, opened the de- 
bate on the bill, speaking at length for 
it. He was followed by Fullbright, of 
Burke, who was unalterably against it, 
and in favor of selling the road out- 
right. Fullbright made light of the 
proposition of the state's engaging in 
the railroad business, and declared it 
@ costly experiment, and one entirely 
devoid of merit. Griffin, of Lowndes, 
asked him: 3 

“Would it hot, in your judgment, be 
better as a business enterprise to give 

. away the road altogether than to go 
inte this enterprise?” 

“Yes, I da,” replied Fullbright. 

Speaking of the extension to the sea 
Clause in the bill, Fullbright said: 

“Nobody expects it ever will be done; 
they just want us to have it in the 
law solely to give the state power to 
browbeat possible bidders for the road, 
and I tell you it is not right.” 

Elders, of Tattnall, speaking for the 
bill, told the house that the leasing 
commission had under consideration 
two propositions whereby the road 
might be leased advantageously, pro- 
vided it were given authority to extend 
it to tide water, which proposals, he 
said, were the cause of the original 
introduction of the bill. He declared 
the bill does not contemplate the state’s 
going into the railroad building busi- 
ness, but that it is designed simply to 
free the hands of the commission and 
enable it to make the best possible deal 
with bidders for the lease. 

Burwell Speaks. 

Burwell took the floor, 
his amendment. 

Speaking of the anti-paralleling leg- 
islation which has gone before, Mr, 
Burwell. said: 

“The road already has been paral- 
leled. The anti-paralleling act passed 
at the last session is not worth the 
paper it is written on, and some day 
the state will wake up to a realization 
of the fact that its value has been de- 
vreciated to such an extent that it will 

e worthless. 

“The constitution abhors monopory, 
and yet the state is now engaged in 
perpetuating a monopoly. If the road 
were extended to the sea the monopoly 
would likewise be extended, and 
whereas now it is confined to  »be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga, the 
monopoly would be extended from 
Chattanooga to the sea.” 

Mr. Burwell, in advocating the sale 
of the road, which, he said, would 
bring probably $15,000,000, said that he 
personally favored. weing part of the 
proceeds to pay off the bonded debt of 
the state, and then investing the bal- 


ance in gilt-edge national, state or mu- 
nicipal bonds. 


Andrews, of Fulton, made a brief 
speech in favor of the bill without the 
Burwell amendment, as did Ayer, of 
Bibb, and Jones, of Coweta. Yeomans, 
oz Terrell, spoke In favor of an amend- 
ment to submit the entire matter to a 
vote of the peonrle, while Conger, of 
Decatur, made a vehement and argu- 
mentative appeal for the Burwell 

- amendment.

HOPE BRIGHTENS 
- FOR SETTLEMENT 
OF RAIL TROUBLE 


President Wilson Seems to 
Believe That the Railroads 
and the Werkers Can Be 
Brought Together. 


‘ROADS WILLING TO GRANT 
BASIC EIGHT-HOUR DAY 


But They Want Question of 

Its Application to Be De- 
cided by Some Commis- 
sion—Parleys Continue. 


Washington, August 15.—-President 
Wilson’s effort to bring the railroad 
managers and the brotherhood leaders 
together in some form of settlement 
of the differences which threaten a 
nation-wide railway strike has, after 
two days of conferences, progressed 
only to the point where a groundwork 
for further negotiations has been laid. 

Hope for arbitration of all issues 
waned today, but the situation was 
brightened by the possibility of a set- 
tlement being reached by the rallroads 
conceding the principle of the eizht- 
hour day and both sides settling col- 
lateral issues by some form of negotia- 
tion as yet undetermined. 

After communicating with Presl- 
dent Wilson tonight the employees’ 
sub-committee sent word to New York 
for the 640 members of the general 
committee to come to Washington in 
order to facilitate negotiations. They 
are expected here Thursday, and prob- 
ably will see the president Friday. The 
managers’ committee will confer with 
him again tomorrow. 

Two White House Statements. 

Two official statements issued from 
the white house during the day merely 
stated that the discussions still were 
in progress and that no report could 
be made on results. 

The first statement, issued by Sec- 
retary Tiumulty, after the president 
had met the railroad managers during 
the forencon, follows: 

“The president gpent an hour and a 
half this morning with the representa- 
tives of the railway management. Aft- 
er the conference he said it was impos- 


sible as yet to report on the results; 
all that he could say wae that a very 


progress about practical basta of set- 
tlement.” 

Late .n the day, after the president's 
meeting with representatives of the 
employees, he made this statement: 

“There is no change. There ig an 
earnest effort being made to work out 
a settlement.” 

When it became clear that arbitra- 
tion of the entire problem probably 
never would be agreed to, but that the 
railroads might concede the principle 
of the eight-hour day and dispose of 
other issues by some form of negotia- 
tion, the iresident directed his ener- 
gies to obtaining expressions from both 
sides on how negotiations could ‘be car- 
ried on. Direct conferences and in- 
quiry ‘by an investigating commission 
were suggested, and the president in- 
dicated his willingness to appoint such 
a commission himself. 


To Concede Eight-Hour Principle. 


It was understood that the employees’ 
representatives offered no sugegstions 
on this feature of the situation. The 
railroads were reported to ‘tbe ready 
to concede the principle of the eight- 
hour day on condition that all col- 
lateral issues be thoroughly investi- 
gated by the interstate commerce com- 
mission or some other body. 

Administration officials refused to 
predict tonight what the outcome would 
be, and the president was understood 
to be uncertain whether a strike could 
be avoided. The white house confer- 
ences will be continued tomorrow, but 
it was believed that a crisis would be 
reached before Thursday. In the mean- 
tine the managers and employees will 
communicate with the interests they 
represent. 

The decision to send to New York 
for the general committee of the rail- 
road employees was reached ‘because 
the subcommittee here is without pow- 
er to reach important decisions with- 
out reference to the men in New York. 

Thus far the president has not at- 
tempted to bring the two sides togeth- 
er on any concrete blanket proposal. 
He is sounding sentiment on all phases 
of the situation in order to have the 
case fully in hand before making a fina] 
effort to settle the problem. Neither 
has the representatives of either side 
finally turned down any suggestion 
except arbitration, and they have sev- 
eral unuer discussion which will be 
taken up again with the president. 


Pessimism fer a Time. 


For a time today there was pro- 
nounced pessimism among the admin- 
istration officials because of the com- 
plete failure of efforts to bring about 
an agreement on any form of arbitra- 
tion. Suggestion of investigation by 
a commission then was brought for- 
, ward, and its reception aroused new 
hope that a satisfactory solution might 
be found. 

Président Wilson devoted most of his 
; day to conferences with the managers 
and the employees, seeing ‘both sides 
separately, as on Monday, and to a 
meeting with Judge William L. Cham- 
bers, of the federal board of mediation 
and conciliation. 

Managers for the railroads continued 
meetings at their hotels for discussion 
of. the situation. Representatives of 
the employees, however, held no con- 
ferences, save for informal conversa- 
tions in the lobby of their hotel. 

Both sides continued reticent regard- 
ing the discussions. The railroad man- 
agers decline absolutely to talk of the 
negotiations, and about all the eim- 
ployees’ Officials will say is that there 
still is hope. 

“The lamp of hope will continue to 
burn until some one kicks it over,” 
A. B. Garretson, spokesman for the em- 
ployees, said smilingly, as he left the 
white house. “Nothing has been done 
and nothing undone. We will see the 
president again whenever he desires to 
see us. It is now up to the railroads. 
The situation has reached that point 
where it is hanging in a balance, and 
if the railroads will do their part, there 
is no reason why we cannot be brought 
; together. The situation may best be 
igsummed up by saying ‘let us continue 


' praying.”’

TALIAN ARMIES 
PUSH THEIR LES 


Advance Guard of King Vic- 
tor’s Troops Are Reported 
in 13 Miles of Great Aus- 
trian Port. 


ITALIAN TROOPS ENTER 
SUBURBS: OF TOLMINO 


Fall of the Important Aus- 
trian City Is Expected at 
Any Moment— Further Re- 
verses for Austrians on the 
Carso Plateau. 


The Italians are vigorously pressing 
their advance on the Carso plateau and 
Rome reports the capture of several 
sections of the Austrian trenches and 
the taking of more than 1,600 prison- 
ers. Unofficial dispatches from Ital- 
fan sources claim General Cadornsa now 
is within 13 miles of Triest, and that 
the Austrian fleet has left the harbor. 

The Austrian official statement re- 
ports the repulse of Italian attacks in 
the Vipacco valley, about 18 miles east 
of Gorizia, but the official statements 
from both sides are very meager and 
leave the general situation vague. 

Press dispatches from Geneva and 
Paris declare that Tolmino, considered 
one of the most formidable barriers be- 
tween the Italians and Thiest is being 
evacuated by the Austrians and that 
the Italians are already in the suburbs 
of the town. 


Geneva, August 15.—(Via Paris.)— 
The Italian advance guard moving 
southeast from Gorizia, is within 13 
miles of Trieste, whence the greater 
part. of the Austrian fleet has sailed 
for an unknown destination, according 
to a telegram from Buchs, Switzer- 


land, today. 
ITALIANS ENTER 
TOLMINO SUBURBS. 


Paris, August. 15.—Italian troops 
have entered the suburbs of Tolmino, 
which is under continuous shell fire, 
according to a dispatch to La Liberte 
from Turin today. The Austrians, 
says the dispatch, are evacuating the 
city. 


Geneva, August 15.—According to @ 
message from Buchs today the south- 
ern and western suburbs of Tolmino 
are burning and the fall of the city 
is expected at any moment. 


MORE REVERSES 
FOR AUSTRIANS. 


Rome, August 15.—(Via London.)— 
On the Carso plateau and to the east 
of Gorizia, along the Isonzo front, the 
Austrians have suffered further re- 
verses at the. hands of the Itallana, 
today’s official statement says. Aus- 
trian entrenchments in both these re- 
gions were captured. 

The etatement follows: 

“On the Carso during the night of 
August 14 the gallant troops of the 
Eleventh army corps repulsed several 
counter attacks and attacked the ene- 
my’s lines to the west of Sainte Grado 
and Monte Pecinka. Several sections 
of the enemy’s trenches were captured 
and 1,419 prisoners, including 31 offi- 
cers, were taken. 

“In the hilly tract east of Gorizia, 
after heavy fightiNge, we carried other 
hostile entrenchments, taking 220 pris- 
oners, of whom five were officers.

AUSTRIAN AIRMEN 
BOMB ITALIANS. 


Berlin, August 15.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)—Austrian airmen are keep- 
ing up their active bombardment of 
Italian positions at the mouth of the 
Isonzo and in neighboring territory. 
An admiralty statement from Vienna 
today says: 

“Austro-Hungarian naval aeroplanes 
on the night of August 12 bombarded 
most effectively hostile batteries at 
the meuth of the Isonzo, the aeroplane 
station at Borgo and aerial plants near 
Monfalcone. The airships returned 
undamaged in spite of the most violent 
shelling.” 

A further official statement gives 
additional details of damage inflicted 
by Austrian aircraft in the Isonzo re- 
gion and in a raid in the vicinity of 


Venice. 


the statement, “the airship sheds at 
Compoloto, near Venice, were com- 
pletely destroyed by a naval aeroplane 
squadron.

Austrians Have Been Driven 

From Jablonitza, One of 
Chief Openings From Ga- 
licia to Hungarian Plains, 
and the Russian Advance 
Continues. 


TELLING BLOW DEALT 
TO RETREATING ARMY 
OF GEN. VON BOTHMER 


Russians Caught the Aus- 
trians as They Were Cross- 
ing the River and Grilled 
Them With Machine Gun 
and Shell Fire — Russians 
Are ‘Striving to Cut Off 
Von Bothmer’s Army and 
Force It to Surrender—No 
Important Happenings on 
‘ Western Front. 


The Russians have captured Jablonit- 
za, one of the principal gateways from 
Galicia to the Hungarian plans, and 
Petrograd reports that tneir offensive 
in this direction is continuing. This 
is the first news of an advance by the 
Russian southern army since the con- 
quest of the Austrian crownland of Bu- 
kowina was completed. 

Further to the north the Russtans 
are continuing their driving operations 
against the Austrians with apparently 
uninterrupted success. Their troops are 
pouring across the Zlota Lipa at sev- 
eral points in spite of desperate re- 
sistance on the part of Teutonic forces. 
Fierce fighting is Deing waged along 
the entire line south of Brody, and 
General Brussiloff apparently is mak- 
ing a supreme effort to cut off the

BERLIN ADMITS 
BRITISH GAIN. 


The Germans admit that the Brit- 
ish have obtained a foothold in their 
trenches on the Thiepval-Pozieres 
front, and report that repulse of vio- 
lent attacks by the British and French 
in other sectors of the Somme line. 
According to Paris and London the 
day passed without any event of sig- 
nificancé. 

Another report of firthting on the 
Balkan front comes from the @erlin 
war office which states that a small 
engagement occurred south of Lake 
Doiran. There have been several re- 
ports of fighting- in this theater re- 
cently and all have come from Ger- 
man or Bulgarian sources. As on pre- 
vious occasions, Berlin claims thatthe 
fighting was of small importance and 
resulted in a repulse for the entente 
allies. London and Paris both remain 
silent as to the situation at Saloniki. 


TELLING BLOW 
BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, August 16.—The Russians 
have delivered another telling blow 
against the right flank of General von 
Bothmer’s retreating army at Trusto- 
baby, three miles west of the Zlota 
Lipa and northwest of Monasterzyska. 

The Austrians crossed the river at 
Korjoba under the shellfire of the Rus- 
sian batteries, suffering heavy losses. 
They attempted to make a stand on the 
high ground on the west bank, where 
they previously had prepared strong 
éntrenchments and wire defenses. 
While shells raked the Austrians from 
across the river the Russians moved 
up from the south, where they had 
been expanding their positions dur- 
ing the last few days in the neck form- 
ed by the Zlota Lipa and the Dnies- 
ter.

Petrograd, August 15.—(Via London.) 
The Russians have captured Jablonitga, 
one of the most important gateways 
through the Carpathians to the Hun- 
garian plains and have taken nearly 
1,500 additional prisoners, according to 
an official statement issued by the 


war office tonight. The text of the 
statement follows: 

“Our troops continue the crossing of

BIG NAVY. MEASURE 
APPROVED BY HOUSE 


Senate Building Scheme Is 
Adopted—Eight Capital 
Ships to Be Built Next 
Year--Personnel Increased.

Washington, August 15.—Congress 
virtually completed the national de- 
fense program tonight by finally ap- 
proying the great increases in naval 


construction and personnel written into 


the naval bill and urgently supported 
by the administration. 
The house accepted the building pro- 


gram, to which its conferees on the 


measure had refused to agree, by a vote. 


of 283 to 31, with seven of the mem- 
bers not voting. The personnel in- 
creases, on which there also was a 
disagreement in conference, were ap- 
proved without a record vote. 

157 Vessels in Three Years. 

The personnel and construction sec- 
tions, which already have the approval 
of the senate, authorize an increase in 
enlisted men to 74,700 and the building 
of 157 war vessels within the next 
three years, with four battle cruisers 
and four battleships included among 
the ships of 1917. Previously the house 
had refused to adopt a continuing 
building program, had authorized only 
five capital ships, all of them battle 
cruisers, and ‘had provided for a per- 
sonnel of only 65,000. 

On several less important sections, 
including appropriations for improve- 
ment of navy yards, the house in- 
sisted on its disagreement to senate 
increases and voted to send the bill 
back to conference for settlement of 
these points. An early agreement is 
expected, however, and the measure

Secretary Daniels ‘issued a  state-

Statement by Daniels.

000,000, while the bill that passed the 
hSuse today carried an appropriation 
of $350,000,000. Naval authorities 
abroad state that this authorization 
will make our navy the second largest 
in the world in every unit that goes 
to make a powerful fighting force. 
“The tirst recommendation ever made 
by a chief executive for a continuing 
program for naval construction was 
made by President Wilson in his mes- 
sage to congress last December, and 
it was gratifying to all who believe 
in a strong navy when both political 
parties in their platform last June af- 
firmed that wide departure from former 
policies. Instead of what had been 
characterized as a ‘haphazard’ policy, 
congress has now adopted a continuing 
constructive, well-balanced program 
that insures the building of a navy 
worthy of our country. The eight cap- 
ital ships, four dreadnaughts and four 
battle cruisers to be constructed at 
once will carry the heaviest guns and 
will surpass any capital ships yet con- 
structed by any nation.

NORMAL BLOOD SERUM 
TO PREVENT PARALYSIS 


—_—_- es 


New York, August 15.—Famlily phy- 
sicians were advised today by Dr. 
Abraham Zingher, of Willard-Parker 
hospital, to try the use of “normal 
blood serum obtained from parents asa 
method of rendering their children im- 
mune to infantile paralysis. Many 
cases of this disease have been treated 
in Willard-Parker hospital during the 

resent epidemic. 

Pr The theory on which Dr. Zingher 
and his assistants are working is that 
the blood of their normal adult con- 
tains the anti-bodies which neutralize 
the virus of poliomvelitis, or infantile 
paralysis. Some physictans believe the 
presence of these anti-bodies is due to 
the fact that the parents have had the 
disease in an unrecognized form. It 
is stated that if the theory of the anti- 
hodies is correct, the blood serum 
treatment may prove as effective’ in 
preventing infantile paralysis as vac- 
cination is in preventing typhoid. 

“The treatment is entirely harmless 
and the experiment is worth trying,” 
said Dr. Zingher. “It can be admin- 
istered easily by any reputable ramfty 
physician. 

“The theory is based on the fact 
that a very large portion of adults ap- 
parently are immune to the disease, al- 
though a few of them contract it, and 
on the fact that children in the nurs- 
ing period seldom are victims. It ap- 
pears likely the children carry the im- 
munity of the parents. 

“Tf administered to a large propor- 
tion of the children in a community 
when an epidemic of infantile paraly- 
sis is threatened, the treatment, if the 
theory should prove true, would either 
greatly reduce the number of cases 
and deaths or prevent the epidemic 
altogether.”

But during Jackson’s explanation of 
it someone asked something about any 
possible connection between it and the 
notorious Savannah recall  bills—one 
dormant in the house rules commit- 
tee and the other reposing on the sen- 
ate table; Of course, the two proposi- 
tions had nothing whatever in common, 
and Jackson emphasized that fact, but 
that one interrogation was enough. 


The Savannah Question, 


It led to others, and still more, until 
Fullbright, of Burke, declared that the 
house has thus far steered clear of the 
Savannah maelstrom, and that he 
thought the only sure way to avoid 
being unconsciously sucKed into the 
vortex would be to “play safe’ and 
kill this little local bill. Hopkins, of 
Thomas, moved to table it; then My- 
rick, of Chatham, asKed and was grant- 
ed two minutes in which to explain 
that the bill in question had and could 
have no connection with the recall 
measure, and he made this clear. Fol- 
lowing Myrick, Anderson, of Jenkins, 
friendly to the local measure, asked 
unanimous consent for Hopkins to util- 
ize two minutes in telling why he op- 
posed the bill. The thing 
would have gone through, even then, 
but for the fact that Carter, of Bacon, 
objected. Myrick pleaded that Carter 
withdraw his objection, which Carter 
did, but some other member objected, 
and then many members up to that 
time entirely disinterested immediate- 
ly became partisan against the Dill 
because the friends of it had been per- 
mitted to speak, while the opposition 
was “gagged.” The motion to table 
was curried, 86 to 63, all because thre 
whisky issue had been injected into the 
original issue over permittMg the peo- 
ple of Savannah to hold a recall elec- 


tion. 

The bill to abr enge 
engage in the business of trust com- 
panies, debated Monday and taken up 
yesterday as unfinished business, fail- 
ed of the constitutional majority when 
put to a vote, and was lost, 64 for and 
36 Against it. 

By a vote of 141 to 7 the house pass- 
ed the supreme court procedure bill, 
which is a companion to the measure 
passed Monday increasing the appellate 
judges from three to six, simply pro- 
viding conflicting decisions and for an 
equalization of the work of the two 
courts with expeditious decisions as 
the objective. 

The house concurred in the senate 
amendments to the state highway come- 
mission bill, after Heath, of Burke, 
and Shuptrine, of Chatham, had spo- 
ken, respectively, for and against such 
action. The vote was almost unani- 
mous for the amendments. The prom- 
inent one of these is to the effect that 
the commission shal! consist, in addi- 
tion to the state prison commission, in 
the state geologist, the head 
engineering department of the state 
university and ofthe professor of en- 
gineering of Georgia Tech. 


Neill Primary Bill. 


The Neill primary election bill had 
hard sailing in the house, whem it 
came up for consideration of the sen- 
ate amendments to it. Neill spoke for 
these amendments, and moved that the 
house concur in them. Sheppara, 
Sumter, moved as a substitute that the 
house dowjnot agree to them, and -there 
the battle started. Each side was ar- 
gued, and the merits of the whole bill 
were dragged into the discussion, and 
when the aggument ended the house 
was in such a belligerent mood that 
as each amendment was put to vote it 
was bowled over and Killed in a man- 
ner almost rhythmic.

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ORDERS ARE SUSPENDED 


"| FOR GUARD MOVEMENT 


Remaining Mobilized Units Will 
Not Go to Border for 
the Present. 


Washington, August 15.—Orders for 
the remaining mobilized units of the 
national guard to proceed to the border 
have been suspended by the war 4dé- 
partment. No official explanation has 
been made, but it is known that the 
delicacy of the railroad strike situation 
has been the moving consideration. 

The suspension of the orders to the 
troops. which would have moved some 
26,000 men to the border, should not be 
taken as an indication that the presi- 
dent’s negotiations with the railroad 
brotherhood and the railroad managers 
have taken an unfavorable turn, but 
is a measure of caution. it was con- 
sidered highly undesirable that all the 
remaining guardsmen should be moved 
to the border while there was a possi- 
bility of a railroad strike in which they 
might be called upon to preserve order 
throughout some of the states. There 
is even the possibility that some of the 
troops, in the event of astrike, might 
be called upon to guard or operate mall 
trains and trains supplying the troops 
already on the border. 

The suspension of the orders prevents 
the immediate movement of the troops 
from Kentucky, Ohio and Vermont and 

e movement of all other mobilized 
units which were to have gone forward 
as soon as they were equipped. Some of 
the Kentucky, Ohio and Vermont troops 
were about ready to go to the border. 

It is clear that the suspension is not 
a revocation of the orders, and that 
if the railroad strike situation clears 
up the troops will be moved to the bor- 
der line. 

The official explanation of the change 
at the war department is that difficul- 
ties of transportation and equipment 
suddenly developed have made a jelay 
necessary. It is known, however, that 
the railway situation is the real cause. 

A telegram from Major General 
Funston made public by the war depart- 
mp | disclosed that the general] recom- 
mended the suspension of the orders. 
His telegram follows: 

“In view of possibility of a general 
railroad strike, I desire to call atten- 
tion of the war department to difficul- 
ties that will follow in maintaining 
food supplies not only of troops in this 
department, but of the civillan popula- 
tion as well. These border states pro- 
duce but little foodstuff except cattle. 

“In view of the forgoing, I recom- 
mend that national guard onganizations 
which are about to start for border 
stations be retained in their mobiliza- 
tion until such time as the question of 
a general strike shall have been de- 
termined.”

REQUIREMENTS FOR 
ENTERING BRENAU 
HAVE BEEN RAISED 


Gainesville, Ga., August 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Brenau college, one of the fore- 
most institutions for women in the 
country, announces that its entrance 
requirements have been raised to fif- 
teen. units, or the equivalent of four 
years of high school work.

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STOP THIS COLLUSION! 


Open and barefaced collusion on the part 
of the three companies engaged in selling 
gasoline at wholesale, to punish an Atlanta 
retailer unless he conforms to prices fixed 
by the combination, brings squarely to a 
head the question as to whether government 
ig going to permit the consumer thus to be 
victimized by monopoly. 

To permit monopoly to sell gasoline at 
20 cents in Chattanooga, 138 miles away, 
and at 25 cents in Atlanta, the difference 
representing many times the freight cost 
between the two points, is bad enough; 
there should be some means of promptly 
remedying such a situation as that. 

But to say that a particular dealer’s 
supply shall be cut off unless he conforms 
to specific price demands is intolerable, and 
should be permitted no longer than it takes 
to apply the law to the case, if there is a law 
that will reach it; and if not, there should be 
no delay in enacting one sufficiently em- 
phatic and severe enough in its penalties to 
stop it in future. 

The Constitution took hold of this prob- 
lem more than a year ago and directed pub- 
lic and official attention to the unjust and 
unfair discriminations existing throughout 
the country. For a time there was a reac- 
tion, but the evil appears again even in 
worse form than before. 

This is the first specific instance we 
have had of an attempt on the part of the 
wholesalers to discipline a retailer for not 
maintaining set prices. This process has 
already been declared illegal by the courts, 
which means there is a remedy at hand. 

With overt act of collusion and all the 
evidence needed right at hand, it is now 
up to the federal trade commission to jus- 
tify its existence; to take hold of this spe- 
cific case promptly and vigorously and apply 
the remedy. 

Atlanta has furnished the commission an 
opportunity, of which it should take prompt 
advantage. In all of its investigations of 
price discriminations the commission has, 
apparently, found it difficult to lay hands 
upon the particular and the specific. While 
it is true gasoline prices have shown a gen- 
eral tendency to decline, the drop has been 
slight, nor have the discriminations been 
removed. 

But here in Atlanta there has developed, 
in the broad open daylight, as flagrant a 
case of monopolistic collusion as the his- 
tory of “the-public-be-damned” policy of 
monopoly has ever recorded. 

There ought not to be one minute’s delay 
in applying the remedy and putting a stop 
to this sort of thing forthwith. It presents 
the federal trade commission’s opportunity 
to prove its value; for in no situation can 
official usefulness be better demonstrated 
than in maintaining fairness and justice be- 
tween monopoly and consumer. 

The public will await the result with no 
small interest and concern; and by it will 
judge the efficiency and value to it of the 
body which congress has created to protect 
it against just such situations as this. 

It is no answer to say that the supply to 
the offending retailer has been started 
again. It may be cut off just as quickly— 
as was the case only two days ago after the 
combine resumed for a single day the supply 
that it had withdrawn. 

The only answer will be when the fed- 
eral trade commission makes such a thing 
impossible! 


AS TO THE COUNTRY BANKS. 


There is serious question as to whether 
the federal reserve board in instituting its 
new system as to exchange hag not done a 
manifest injustice to the country banks in 
compelling them to handle exchange items 
without any remuneration whatsoever. 

The new system works well with the 
city banks and in most instances is genu- 
inely welcome to the customers of the larger 
banks, in that the exchange expense has 
been largely eliminated, and the situation 
much simplified. But with the country bank 
the situation is entirely different. Its oppor- 


ae tunities for earning a fair income are more 
or less limited. It has long relied upon |

handling exchange items as a small, but at 
the same time satisfactory and _ certain, 
source of income which has aided it in meet- 
ing expenses. : 

The country banks ought to be allowed 
some reasonable compensation for clearing 
checks just as they have been in the past; 
and doubtless some way can be found by 
which this can be put upon a fair and just 
basis, through which neither the bank nor 
the holder of the check will materially 
suffer. 

Particularly do we think this arrange- 
ment ought to be made at a time when the 
federal government itself has just taken 
steps to prevent the further charging of 
usurious interest on the part of the national 
banks, and when the people of this and 
other states are attempting to do the same 
thing with reference to the state banks. If 
the state banks are ultimately held down by 
law to the absolute legal rate of interest as 
they should be, certainly it is unfair to 
them to cut off at the same time what has 
always been regarded as a legitimate source 
of small revenue. 

It is unjust to expect and demand from 
these banks a positive service without re- 
turn. They are entitled to a reasonable 
compensation for it and a way should be 
found in which to give it to them. 

While the Georgia legislature has not 
yet put an end to the outrageous usury 
which some of the country banks have been 
in the habit of charging borrowers, there is 
no doubt that if justice is done them in all 
other matters, such as the provision for 
payment of proper compensation for clear- 
ing checks, it will be a far easier matter to 
secure another year what will benefit the 
masses of the people above everything else, 
and that is the elimination of extortionate 
usury. 

If we give justice now where justice is 
due we shall be in a better position to de- 
mand it in the name of the public and to 
enforce the demand. 


WOMAN AT THE BAR. 


In yesterday's vote of 26 to 12 enacting 
the bill which had already passed the house 
to admit women to the practice of law in 
Georgia, the Georgia senate has vindicated 
the chivalry of the state. 

For six long years or more The Constitu- 
tion has consistently and persistently urged 
and fought for the enactment of this bill 
seeking only to render justice to woman- 
hood and provide access for her to that one 
of the professions from which she has so 
long been shut out in Georgia. 

During all the struggle its opponents, 
with few exceptions, have sought to make 
of it a jest and joke. State Bar association 
members gathered at Tybee no longer than 
a few weeks ago, laughed down the proposal 
as they passed a resolution demanding the 
defeat of the Dill. 

The action of the house and senate have 


demonstrated conclusively that the effort to : 


open the way for women into the legal pro- 
fession has been anything else but a joke. 
The seriousness of the proposition seems at 
last to have impressed everybody except a 
few who entertain what they were pleased 
to call the “old-fashioned” ideas about 
women which, in spite of latter-day demand 
that thousands of them shall enter into the 
struggle for existence, would have denied 
them the privilege of earning their way, 
regardless of ambition or ability to take 
stand often with men of foremost rank at 
the bar. | 

With the favorable action of the senate 
and the governor’s signature which is sure 
to follow, there will remain but two of the 
forty-eight states which still deny to women 
the right of entering this profession—West 
Virginia and Missouri. Certainly these will 
not be long in following suit. Although 
close to it, fortunately Georgia was not the 
last. 

We do not anticipate any extensive or 


‘extraordinary rush of young Georgia wom- 


anhood in the effort to make inroads upon 
the ranks of the legal profession. The law- 
yers of Georgia need not anticipate any im- 
mediate overwhelming or dangerous com- 
petition. It has never been a question of 
providing an opening for waiting hundreds 
who have no other means of deriving an ex- 
istence. It has been a question solely and 
simply of correcting an injustice to all wom- 
anhood and opening the way to those who, 
directed by their ambition and their talents, 
might desire to take advantage of it. 

Georgia has done thig at last, and in it 
the legislature has accomplished a good 
day’s work. 


AVERTING THE STRIKE. 


The people of the United States are now 
pretty well convinced that they are not 
going to be put to the intolerable discomfort 
and suffering which a strike of the 400,000 
railway trainmen would entail. They feel 
somehow that this calamity will be averted; 
that this useless, inexcusable and avoidable 
disaster will be lifted from them, and they 
have reason for this feeling. 

It grows out of confidence in the presi- 
dent of the United States, more specifically, 
confidence in President Wilson, and is 
grounded in his demonstrated ability, in 
connection with our foreign affairs, to 
maintain peace with honor and in his deter- 
mination at the same time to prepare the 
nation against any emergency or crisis that 
might threaten it. 

What the railroads were unable to do, 
what the national mediation board proved 
itself inadequate to achieve without sup- 
port, President Wilson is bringing to pass; 
and now the situation seems to be simmer- 
ing down to a basis upon which arbitration 
can and will be assented to upon both sides, 
which means a peaceable and amicable solu- 
tion of the differences between railroads and 
employees which, for a time, threatened to 
throw the entire country into chaos. 

Arbitration of these differences is, of 
course, the only sensible method of settle- 
ment. |

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Failure to Exempt College 
Endowments From Taxation , 
Is Blow to Education 


Galician City of Brody, 
Now Prominent in War, - 
Formerly a Thriving Place 


Editor Constitution: A word or two con- 
cerning the failure of the Georgia legisla- 
ture to pass the act to exempt the endow- 
ments of church colleges from taxation may 
start a new interest in that important 
measure, 

Some have thought that such a measure 
tended to the union of church and state. 
That is a misconception. There is no tax 
levied on the property actually used in op- 
erating such church schools. There is no 
tax levied on church buildings. If such prop- 
erties as these are exempted without the en- 
tangling alliance of church and state, there 
is nothing to fear by the exemption of en- 
dowments. 

The legislature by refusing to submit to 
the people of Georgia the constitutional 
amendment exempting endowments of church 
colleges from taxation has chosen to keep 
Georgia in a class practically alone. Every 
state in the union, except probably one other, 
has exempted such endowments from taxa- 
tion, 

But what does it matter? Very much it 
matters. In two instances alone it matters 
materially. Take, first, the Presbyterians 
from all portions of the south, who have been 
giving princely sums to rebuild Oglethorpe 
university in Atlanta. Their money builds a 
great institution on Georgia soil, convenient 
to Georgia boys, affording unusual advan- 
tages to Georgia’s sons. But Georgia de- 
mands her usual tax return from the money 
which these generous people have sent to 
Georgia as an endowment for that institu- 
tion. Forty-six states in the union would 
have exempted that endowment from taxa- 
tion, but Georgia can't do it. Now, take the 
other instance, Georgia Methodists and the 
Methodists of the southern states from Texas 
to Virginia undertake to build in Atlanta a 
great university. They lay down more than 
a million dollars to start with as an endow- 
ment for Emory university. Georgia demands 
that this endowment be taxed. Forty-six 
other states would have welcomed this en- 
dowment and exempted it from taxation. 

This is unjust to the Methodist citizenry 
of Georgia. It is inhospitable and ungracious 
to Methodists who have joined in with those 
in Georgia to make 'vmory the greatest edu- 
cational plant in the entire south. Kmory 
university and Wesleyan college, the leading 
institutions of Methudism in Georgia, have 
nearly $2,000,000 endowment. The state tax 
on that will amount to $10,000 annually. That 
together with the county tax, and even the 
city tax, which must aiso follow’ the unre- 
jentiess levy of the state, will amount to 
no less than $20,000 a year. 

Il am informed that kmory and Wesleyan 
have been in the habit of paying their an- 
nual taxes into the treasury of the state. 
But | am also informed that others have not 
done so. I do not know, but | am informed 
that Mercer unlversity has not paid any state 
taxes for many years. lt is said now that an 
effort will be made to collect from Mercer 
taxes for several years delinquent. If so, 
Mercer will suffer serious embarrassment. 

I am also informed that Shorter college, 
in Rome, has considerable endowment on 
which no taxes have been paid for many 
years. If the authorities go after Shorter 
eollege and force payment of back taxes for 
several years it would hamper the progress 
Out there very much. 

Then, the wonderful Berry school, the 
pride of north Georgia, is possessed of 10,0v0 
acres of real estate, and has some endowment 
also; but Berry school is not paying taxes on 
this property or endowment, and has not 
done so for years. If the state demands back 
taxes from Berry school, that would mean 
such a handicap and burden as would dis- 
tress even so capable management as they 
have at Berry. 

It is easy to see that the legislature has 
exposed some of the most important educa- 
tional institutions in the state to overwhelm- 
ing embarrassment. The state must be im- 
partial. If Emory and Wesleyan are to be 
made to pay their just tax under the law, 
then the state must also levy tribute from 
Mercer, Bessie Tift, Shorter and Berry school. 

Private and independent institutions, Bap- 
tist institutions, Presbyterian institutions, 
Methodist institutions, Catholic institutions, 
Jewish institutions, and those of any char- 
acter, should be encouraged, not strangled, 
by the legislature of Georgia. The percentage 
of illiterates in the state is now the second 
largest in the Inited States, and such inhos- 
pitable attitude toward educational effort 
will not hasten the dawn of better days. 

Kvery man who loves tearning, or cares 
for intelligent and progressive citizenship, all 
who wish for better days in every nook and 
corner of Georgia, for higher ideals, more 
beneficent privileges, richer legacies for fu- 
ture Georgians, ought to begin now to make 
way for the final removal of this clog from 
the action of Georgia's educational organiza- 
tion.

Washinton, August 15.—Brody, one of the 
Galician gateways through which the troops 
of the czar are pressing their advance upon 
Lemberg, is the subject of the following 
war geography bulletin issued in Washing- 
ton by the National Geographic society: 

“Only about two miles beyond the Russian 
border, the Galician town of Brody is a point 
of great strategic importance on the eastern 
war front because it controls an important 
railway line leading from Dubno, 35 miles to 
the northeast, to Lemberg, which is only 62 
miles to the southwest. 

At the beginning of the world war Brody 
was a thriving commercial center with a 
population approaching 20,000, more than two- 
thirds of whom were Jews. Its prosperity 
was checked to some extent about 40 years 
ago, when, after having enjoyed the privileges 
of a free commercial city for exactly 100 
years, its charter was withdrawn. 

Less than half a century before Brody 
was created a town in the seventeenth cen- 
tury it was the scene of an important battle 
in which the Poles, commanded by their fa- 
mous grand hetman, Stanislaus Ponieckpolski, 
defeated a Tatar army. This was the last 
battle of Ponieckpolski's distinguished career. 
For a quarter of a century he was at war with 
Turks and Swedes, his initiation in military 
Science being somewhat disastrous, for he 
was captured by the Turks in his first impor- 
tant engagement and was held in close con- 
finement for three years at Constantinople. 
Upon his release in 1622 he was placed tn 
command of the Polish republic’s forces and 
with a force of 25,000 defeated 60,000 Tartars 
at Martynow. His achievements against an 
army of Gustavus Adolphus were no less note- 
worthy than his long series of victories 
whereby he succeeded in keeping the Ukraine 
under Polish rule. 

“Brody twice suffered from disastrous 
conflagrations duving the nineteenth  cen- 
tury. The first, occurring in 1801, destroyed 
1,500 houses, while the fire of 1859 reduced 
1,000 homes and business establishments to 
ashes. ' 

“The upper waters of the Styr river form 
an irregular are extending from the south- 
west to the north of Brody, being 10 miles 
distant at its nearest point, toward the north- 
west. Five miles from the city, just beyond 
the border on the Dubno-Lemberg railway, 
is the Russian town of Radziwilow, with a 
population of about 8,000.”

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BOYCOTTED CONCERN GETS GASOLINE: - 


GAS IS STILL CHEAPER ELSEWHERE 


Following the receipt of “orders from 
headquarters at Louisville,” to sell Johnson- 
Gewinner company gasoline at the regular 
wholesale price, representatives of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, of Kentucky, who formerly 
announced that they had only enough gaso- 
line to supply regular customers, called the 
Johnson-Gewinner company Tuesday and an- 
nounced that they were now permitted to 
suppluy the yr Sn concern. 

Also, on uesday, the Texas company, 
which had supplied the company until they 
began gelling gasoline “under the market” 
delivered 200 gallons. The tanks of Johnson- 
Gewinner company had been empty since 
early Monday afternoon. 

Regardless of the fact that the Texas 
company is obeying the order which followed 
an investigation held by William J. Harris, 
of the federal trade board, Mr. Gewinner 
states it as his belief that they intend sup- 
plying him in the smallest quantities possi- 
ble, causing a delay and a great inconvén- 
ience. But the proposal of the Standard 
company to sell the _ price-cutters renders 
the Johnson-Gewinner company independent 
of the Texas concern, states Mr. Gewinner. 

Credit Due Commission. 

Although the Johnson-Gewinner company 
is now receiving a sufficient supply of the 
product, they are preparing data to submit 
to the investigators at Washington so that a 
more comprehensive probe of the situation 
roverning the difference in price of gasoline 
ere and in other cities where the freight 
rates are practically the same, may be made. 
A report on the national gasoline situation 
will be made public in a week, says Mr. 
Harris. 

The report will be made to congress and 
action will follow. More than sixty men have 
been working on the gasoline situation during 
the past few months, Mr. Harris declares, “We 


| 


investigated the books of the corporations 
and figured the costs of producing, adver- 
tising, selling and everything else,” he stated, 
“and the completed report will be made to 
congress within a week. Our investigation 
of the national situation is responsible for 
the fact that gasoline is not now selling at 
31 cents per gallon.” 

Mr. Harris would not say what the direct 
effect of the report woujd De. 


Cheaper Prices Elsewhere. 


Just as an indication of the varied prices 
obtaining over the country at present, it is 
stated by an Atlantan just returned from 
Milwaukee, that the Standard Oil compan» 
at that place is advertising gasoline at 18 2-5 
cents per gallon. Also, he says, there ap- 
pears a line in the advertisement. which 
reads: “If you are paying more than that, 
you are paying too much! To sell gasoline 
at this price retail and to advertise it for 
sale, it is estimated that the wholesale cost 
must not be in excess of 15 cents per gallon. 

The following table shows the wholesale 
prices paid for gasoline in six southern cities, 

New Orleans, 17c; Nashville 17%c; Louis- 
ville, 18c; Chattanooga, 19c; Mobile, 21%e; 
most of which receive the same freight rate: 
Atlanta, 23c. 

Predicts Lower Price. 


That the price of gasoline will ultimately 
go down to 15 cents per gallon is the pré- 
diction of Joseph Olsan, who, with his broth- 
ers in Atlanta, owns oil fields in Oklahoma. 
Mr. Olsan came from his home in Tulsa, OK- 
lahoma, for a brief stay with his brothers 
here before going to New York and Atlantic 
City. 

“There is no reason why gasoline should 
not be selling right now for 15 or 16 cents 
per gallon,” stated Mr. Olsan. . “Crude oil, 
one of the sources of gasoline, has gone down 
from $1.55 to $1.15 per barrel, and by all 
rules of the market, there should be a corre- 
sponding decline in the price of gasoline. 
The price will go to 15 cents per gallon.” 

Mr. Olsan said that the supply of crude 
oil was accumulating in large quantities and 


that he expected, as a result, the decline in

Senator Adams made it clear that the 
bill as introduced merely defined interurban 
railways and conferred upon them ahi the 
rights now conferred upon street railways 
in cities and upon steam railways between 
cities and subjected interurban railways to 
the burdens and limitations imposed by 
law upon street railways and steam rail- 
roads. 

Could Not Affect W. & A. 


He demolished the contention that the 
bill could affect the Western and Atlantis 
railroad by reading from the bill as it pase- 
ed the senute the amendment by Senator 
Persons which the senate had previously 
adopted unanimously and which provided 
that no interurban railway now or here- 
after incorporated or operated should ever 
under any circumstances parallel the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad as long as it re- 
mained the property of the state.

WOMEN LAWYERS IN GEORGIA ARE 
FAVORED BY HEAVY VOTE IN SENATE 


After a lengthy debate, the senate yester- 
day morning passed the Cooper bill allowing 
women to practice law in the state of Geor- 
gia. The high pedestal upon which the wom- 
en of the south stand was urged by the ad- 
vocates of the measure as a potent reason 
why it should pass, while the opponents of 
the bill argued along the same line for the 
defeat of the measure. The vote was 26 to 12. 

Senator Pickett, of the eleventh, in op- 
posing the bill, stated that he would take 
more pleasure in voting against it than any 
other bill that had been before the legisla- 
ture this year. He argued that because the 
west had granted women this right was no 
reason why Georgia should grant its women 
the right to practice law, since the people 
were of such a different temperament. 

Senator T. R. Turner, of the twenty-first, 
made an elaborate speech, urging that the 
legislature should allow the women to prac- 
tice law, but he wanted it understood that 


he did not mean by this that he was in favor | 


of woman suffrage. Senators Akin, Boykin 
and Moon also spoke for the bill, while Sen- 
ator Way opposed it.

| Anti-Saloon League Super- 
-intendent Offers to Quit 
for Harmony, But Declares 
Resignation Not Yet Ac- 
cepted. 


Dr. G. W. Eichelberger, state super- 
intendent of the Georgia Anti-Saloon 
league, tendered his resignation to the 
headquarters committee of the league 
yesterday morning, precipitating an- 
other phase of contention in the ranks 
of the organization. 

At a meeting of a number of the 
board of trustees, held behind closed 
doors in the Wesley Memorial church 
Tuesday morning, Dr. A. A. Little 
states that the resignation was accept- 
ed by the board of trustees. 

On the other hand, the Eichelberger 
faction declares the meeting was ille- 
gal, since, according to their charge, 
the call did not specify matters to be 
considered, was not officially made, nor 
signed by a sufficient number of trus- 
tees. It is further claimed that this 
body did not have the power to accept 
the resignation. 

Dr. Ejichelberger stated last night 
that his resignation was tendered to 
the headquarters committee of the 
league and not to the vooard of trus- 
tees. It is reported that fourteen trus- 
tees out of eighty-three were present. 

Dr. Little announced that at this 
meeting a resolution of sympathy was 
indorsed in behalf of Thomas B. Fel- 
der, former attorney for the league. 

Eichelberger’s Side of Story. 

Attached to a copy of Dr. Eichel- 
berger’s resignation, the following 
Statement was given out yesterday aft- 
ernoon by the Eichelberger faction of 
the Anti-Saloon league in reference to 
Tuesday’s meeting: 

It was announced at the meeting of 14 
trustees yesterday that Dr. Eichelberger has 
resigned to the headquarters committee. 
Mr. Eichelberger was not present, because 
he did not regard the meeting as legal. 
Neither was 69 other trustees there. There 
were fewer in attendance yesterday than 
there were at the other call two weeks ago. 

One gentieman stated yesterday that Dr. 
Eichelberger had heard that he was prob- 
ably in the way of a united front, and that 
he said that the Anti-Saloon league interests 
were more to him than any personal inter- 
ests, and he would not stand in the way of 
harmony, if he was in the way.

BURWELL 1S URGED TO 
COME BACK TO HOUSE 


Yeomans, Fullbright and Co- 
zart Are Suggested for New 
Appellate Judges. 


That William H. Burwell, speaker 
of the house of representatives, may 
be drafted into the service of Hancock 
county for two more years in the house 
appeared evident yesterday after a pe- 
tition “notifying” him of his nomina- 
tion had been circulated among a por- 
tion of the house membership and sign- 
ed by every man to which it was pre- 
sented. This came following receipt of 
news from Sparta to the effect that 
Burwell’s filing fee had been paid by 
his home county folk, and his candi- 
dacy for re-election there announced. 
And the first Burwell knew of any of 
it came after it had all been done. 

Mr. Burwell had announced his firm 
determination to retire, at least for 
two years, from public life, and he had 
steadfastly refused to run for the house 
membership again. His friends, how- 
ever, at home and on the floor of the 
house, appear to have overridden this 
decision, and in all probability Mr. Bur- 
well will be literaliy forced to yield— 
else his friends will be out a least his 
filing fee paid yesterday. 

Likely Be Speaker Again. 

If Mr. Burwell cemes back to the 
house, the speakKership question is con- 
sidered by many as good as settled, be- 
cause it is the general, if not unani- 
mous, opinion ot the members of the 
present assembly that if Burwell shall 
be a member of the house his only 
proper place will be in the speaker's 
chair, and it is doubtful if any member 
would run against him for the posi- 
tion. 

Three other interesting little booms 
were launched among the house mem- 
bers yesterday-——one being that of 
Henry J. Fullbright, of Burke, for one 
of the three positions on the court of 
appeals bench, created by legislative 
enactment during this session; another 
for M. J. Yeomans, of Terrell, and the 
third for A. W. Cozart, of Columbus, 
for the remaining two appellate judge- 
ships. 

Proposed New Judges. 


Petitions asking Fullbright and Yeo- 
mans to “stand for” the judgeships 
were signed by practically every mem- 
ber of the house present at yesterday's 
session. That in behalf of Judge Cozart 
was started by the Muscogee delega- 
tion in the house, and was generally 
signed. 

Fullbright had declared his intention 
to retire trom the legislature this year, 
and devote himself to the practice of 
his profession; but a few days ago he 
received a ‘notification’ of his can- 
didacy signed by more than enough 
voters of his county to elect him. The 
receipt of this “notification” and the 
receipt for Fullbright’s fillng fee, was 
followed by the introduction in the 
house of a congratulatory resolution 
prepared by Stark, of Jackson, which 
was adopted without a dissenting voice. 

But now, it would appear, Full- 
bright’s friends among his colleagues 
would confer upon him a higher honor 
in a position for which ec -ery one who 
knows him declares he 
qualified.

BY SENATOR HARDWICK 


Georgian Rebukes G. O. P. 
Candidate for Trying to 
Revive Sectionalism. 


Washington, August 15.—Senator 
Har@wick, in a speech in the senate 
today, charged Charles E. Hughes, the 
republican presidential candidate, with 
attempting to stir up sectional “pas- 
sion and prejudice” when he asserted in 
his recent Butte speech that congress 
and congressional committees were 
dominated by representatives from the 
eouthern states. 

The senator declared that chairman- 
ships of congressional committees were 
attained under the seniority rule and 
not through political maneuvering. 

“He (Mr. Hughes) believes,” con- 
tinued the Georgia senator, “that jn 
certain sections of our country he can 
stir up passion and prejudice by wav- 
ing the bloody shirt once more and 
by erying aloud, ‘The south is in the 
éaddle.’ 

“I had thought that the day for this 
sort of performance, north or south, 
had passed forever. It had seemed to 
me that once more we had a reunited 
country and a homogeneous people, and 
that the man who would undertake, 
in the north or in the south, to re- 
light the smouldering embers of sec- 
tional prejudice was not only not a 
broad-minded American patriot, but 
Was an enemy to his country, and a 
foe to its truest interest.
